ing 21,000 photographs, W.

Harkius and R. W. Rjan, two 
British scientists,

ing a photograph of the atom in 
collision. 


This photograph was obtained 


by using Alpha particles

T 


HE same hand that has removed Warren G. Harding 


from 1he scene of worldly activities has called Calvin 


Coolidge to the helm of the ship of State. 
And by the 


same token the strength of American institutions has 
once more been vindicated. 


The change in leadership will doubtless leave the 


sea of domestic and .international politics unruffled. 
So 


etaunch have American institutions grown in less than a 
century and a half that it is doubtful if another nation in 
the world could absorb a similar shock with so little 
manifestation of outward or internal disturbance. It is a 
lesson which Europe can ponder to her benefit in times 
like these. 
President Coolidge is of a different type, tempera- 


mentally, from his predecessor. And while he has prompt- 
ly indicated that there will be no change in national poli- 
cies with a change of Presidents, it is not unlikely that 
there will be a marked difference in the tone of the ad- 
ministration before another six months have passed. This 
could scarcely be otherwise when the characteristics o f j 
the two men are taken under consideration. 


Mr. Coolidge is of the old New England type that is 


rapidly passing. The Puritan strain dominates the new 
President. 
He is of a colder and less winning personality 


than was President Harding. 
Where the latter concili- 


ated and was inclined to follow the lines of least resist- 
ance, President Coolidge's past public career indicates 
that he win hp IPSS inclined to compromise his own views 
and will be swayed less by his advisers. We have always 
thot of New Englanders as stern men of simple tastes, 
little given to frivolity, prompt in decision and action and 
inclined to have their own way.
